Australia, New Zealand Toss 
Out Socialism, Here's Result f

The Greenville (N.C.) Daily Re- 


flector invites this column to re- 
port how the people of Australia 
and New Zealand have feared since 
their labor 
(Socialist) 
govern- 


ments reverted to anti-Socialist 
regimes just over a year ago. 


Well, one succint answer to that 


comes from Gordon Tait, AP chief 
of bureau at Sydney, Australia. 
He pins it down with the remark 
that "there have been no mir- 
acles." 


Australia voted her labor gov- 


ernment out after it had been In 
power eight years. About the 
same time New Zealand ousted her 
14-year-old 
labor regime. Tait 


says life has gone on about the 
same in both countries. 


Social services—pensions, 
free 


medicines, etc.—are bigger and 
more extensive in both countries. 
However, there's no further talk 
about nationalizing anything in 
either nation. 


As a matter of fact New Zea- 


land, which has more nationaliza- 
tion than Australia, is laving plans 
for de-Socializing. Among other 
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things this dominion is going to 
sell its state-owned national air- 
ways service which was estab- 
lished by the Socialist govern- 
ment. 


Had Tough Luck 


Both Australia and New Zea- 


land have encountered some tough 
luck—as what country hasn't in 
the last few years? The cost of 
living has continued to rise, a 
housing and building shortage re- 
mains about as bad, and may con- 
tinue so for years because of an 
influx of immigrants: 
taxation 


has remained about the same. 


Election promises to make the 


pound sterling go further have 
gone by the board because of 
world rises. An inflationary trend 
has developed. 


However, there's a 
manpower 


shortage in both countries 
and 


wages have risen. In Australia 
the increases may run as much 
as IS to 20 per cent. 


Strikes Continue 


Labor seems to be neither jnore 


nor less contented under the pres- 
ent government than under the 
previous - Socialist regime. There 
have been serious strikes in both 
countres. As a matter of fact 
New Zealand is in the grip of one 
at this writing. 


Australia hopes to get rid of 


much labor trouble by weeding 
Communists out of executive posi- 
tions in trade unions. The gov- 
ernment has kept its promise to 
label the Communist party illegal 
and forbid "declared" Communists 
from holding trade union office. 


The business situation in both 


countries permits us to wind up 
on a pleasant note. Tait reports 
business is booming. Many new 
public 
companies 
have 
been 


formed.

Failure to do so 
means you will be treated as dis- 
oyal, and remain in custody until 
a Treaty of Peace is signed." 


The courageous chairman, was 


the late Lafayette 
Young, a 


Pioneer corn-belt publisher, for 36 
•ears owner and editor of The 
Des Moines Daily Capital—a man 
unafraid. 


The news of the chairman's 


action spread swiftly across the 
itate and attempts to embarrass 
officials of loyal banks and to 
suppress loyal Iowa newspapers 
came to an abrupt end.

STILL MOBB ABOUT 
KINGSTON, JAMAICA 


To All My Family: 


We found the taxicab driven in 


Kingston, Jamaica, to be particu- 
larly courteous and helpful to for- 
eign visitors. 


Our Kingston driver (he was 


really a guide) was George Bar- 
rant, and we discovered1 him to be 
very efficient His English was 
jerfect and he wa» well-informed 
on many aspects of life in Jamai- 
ca. He provided us with much in- 
formation during our sight-seeing 
Irives. 


He told us that he was an Epis- 


copalian and that he was a mem- 
ber of the Jamaica Cab Drivers' 
Co-Operatlve Association Ltd. 


According to the rules of this 


association, the capital stock is 
divided into shares with a value of 
>ne pound sterling. Each member 
f the association is required to 
hold at least one share, but no 
member other than a registered 
member may hold shares above a 
otal value of 200 pounds. 


Directors of the association are 
mpowered to manage the invest- 
ments of the association and keep 
a close eye on the financial condi- 
tion of the association. 


Members receive interest not to 


exceed the rate of five per cent a 
year but the association holds a 
first lien on "the shares held by 
any member and may set off any 
sum credited thereon towards the 
payment of any debt due by the 
member to the association. 


To give you an idea of the rates 


charged by the drivers, here are 


a few figures taken from the rate 
chart provided me: 


A city tour of Kingston inclu- 


ding the residential areas and 
Hope gardens, four passengers, 
$4-28. That figures out to be 14 
cents a mile for the four of us. 


Four passengers can take a 50- 


mile tour from Kingston via Con- 
stant Spring, Hope garden, Stony 
Hill, Rams Horn to Castleton and 
return, a distance of 50 miles for 
four pounds or $11.60. 


Here's another: Kingston via 


Half-way Tree, Constant Spring, 
Stony Hill, Castleton Garden, Port 
Maria, Oracebessa, to Tower Isle 
and return via Ochio Rios, Fern 
Gully, Moneague. Ewarton, Lin- 
strad, Bog Walk, Spanish Town, a 
distance of 120 miles for six 
pounds, or 117.14. For four pas- 
sengers that is quite reasonable. 


If any of our friends go to King- 


ston, I would recommend that they 
engage George. He is an interest- 
ing and well-informed fellow. 


George discovered that I was the 


owner and publisher of a news- 
paper, and since returning home I 
lave received copies of newspapers 
circulating in Jamaica and King- 
ston. 


One, "Public Opinion," which 


has as its slogan, "The First Loy- 
alty, Loyalty to the Truth," seems 
to be patterned after some of our 
own 
well-k n o w n 
"crusading" 


newspapers. It reports that a mys- 
terious "vomiting sickness" dis- 
covered in the West Indies was 
actually malnutrition. It printed 
page one pictures showing the 
lomes of some of the ill and a 


"shot" of a home interior with one 
of the patients lying in bed. 


The headline story proclaimed 


that the new governor will give 
the ministers "Get on or Resign" 
ultimatum. It dealt with the al- 
leged failure of the executive coun- 
cil to tackle such urgent problems 
as unemployment and the cost of 
living on the island. 


The 
Jamaica 
Times, which 


claims that it is the leading West 
Indian weekly, was quite garish 
in makeup. It, too, seemed con- 
cerned with the unemployment 
problem, citing that the British 
government had recently tagged 
an additional duty on Jamaican 
cigars entering the United King- 
dom and that the Cigar Manufac- 
turer's Association had sent 
strong protest on the matter to 
the secretary of state for the colo- 
nies. 


Another item chided the Jamai- 


ca Public Service company for 
Kingston's poor lighting. 


There was another short story 


that was interesting to Americans. 
It read: "No report has yet been 
received from London regarding 
Jamaica's bid for a two million 
pound loan to tackle the country's 
unemployment problem." 


Other newspapers included The 


Jamaica Daily Express, a tabloid, 
which has a slogan, "The Paper 
for 
the People"; "The Daily 


Gleaner"; and two English news- 
papers, "The Yorkshire Post," and 
"The Picture Post," the latter a 
weekly similar to our "Life" mag- 
azine.

"I have only just begun to play 


Canasta," writes a Milwaukee 
corresponedent, "and perhaps for 
that reason I have difficulty in 
understanding 
the 
reason 
for 


freezing the pock. 


"When you discard a deuce or a 


joker, you are parting with a very 
valuable card. It strikes me that 
you never get back anything of 
comparable value. 


"If you eventually get the frozen 


pack, it is true you get your wild 
card back, but you have not had 
the use of it in the meantime. This 
is like putting money in the bank 
and getting it back after a while 
without interest 


"If the opponents get the frozen 


pack, they get your wild card 
with it too. This is like putting 
your money in a bank that fails. 


"I suppose, since there is so 


much talk about freezing the pack, 
that there must be some ad- 
vantage in doing it. Would you be 
good enough to explain what this 
advantage is?" 


The reason you sometimes dis- 


card a deuce or a joker is that you 
want to prevent the opponents 
from getting the discard pile. Since 
the whole game is essentially a 
struggle for the discard pile, it is 
highly advantageous to shut the 
opponents out. 
' 


This does not mean, however, 


that it is a good idea to freeze the 
sack at any old time. It is foolish 
to discard one of your wild cards 
if the opponents have an excellent 
chance to win the frozen pack. 
To use rny correspondent's com- 
parisons, it's a good idea to invest 
your wild cards in a reliable bank

because you will get back lots of 
interest; but you must make sure 
th&t your bank is reliable. 


To carry this comparison a little 


farther, you don't invest every 
single cent that you own in the 
bank. You keep a little in your 
pocket for operating expenses. 
Similarly, you don't invest your 
only wild card to freeze the pack 
if you need that wild card for 
other purposes. For example, you 
might need it to make your first 
canasta or to meld out 


Freezing the pack is a tre- 


mendously important subject, and 
I shall have more to say about it 
next week.

Any corporation which donaua money belonging to its stock 


holders to pay for advertisements promoting the purchase of gov 
eminent bonds on the pretense that such bonds are_» good invest- 
ment, is either a party to a confidence game or a 
victim of stupid management In either case I 
am not kidded. 


During World War H, the treasury impor- 


tuned me several times to act as runner for a 
swindle which it was operating through the sale 
of bonds to our commonality. Usually, the fast 
talk to the suckers was pitched in the mood of 
patriotiam. But there was always a false repre- 
sentation that a $750 bond, maturing at $1,000 in 
10 years, represented a gain of $250. If George 
Spelvin, American, bought two bonds, his gain 
would be $500. Visions were depicted of Junior 
w 


going to college on this investment, plus the profit. There were 
many variations of that theme. 


We learned afterward that some unconscionable fakers, who 


had publicly bought large amount* in theatres, sometimes being 
permitted to kiss an actress or take even more interesting public 
liberties with same in freedom's name, turned them back next mom- 
ing and got public credit for a' high degree of patriotism. In the 
Benny Meyers scandal we learned of a device whereby a purchaser 
of bonds in bulk could turn a profit overnight without putting up 
a dollar. However, those are side issues. 


The treasury appealed to me to become its partner in crime 


because I had access to a wide expanse of white paper. It presumed 
that the seeming of patriotism would justify a deception on those 
who had confidence in my intelligence and integrity.

Assuming that I paid an income 
tax of 15 per cent on the $250 
which the government paid me as 
interest, which would be $37.50, 
my actual pay-off was $962.50. 


Well, we all have to pay in- 


come-tax, so that is not so bad. 


But the $962.50, net, has a pur- 


chasing power of only 57.32 per 
cent of the 1940 dollar. There- 
fore, although I get $962.50, net, 
for a bond that cost me $750 in 
1940 
dollars, 
the 
purchasing 


power of my $1,000 bond in 1950, 
was only $551.70. If I had bought 
any one of a number of respecta- 
ble industrial securities in 1940 
the decline of the dollar would 
hav« been compensated by a rise 
in the market price of the stock. 
Anyway, the market price would 
have risen somewhat, whereas 
bonds held still. In the mean- 
time, I probably would have re- 
ceived not a mere $250 per $750 
in dividends but, probably, al- 
most twice that

The Doctor Answers 


Plastie Surgery Produces 
Some Amazing Results 
t 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M. D. 


"What can I do about having 


my nose straightened? It was 
knocked out of shape in a football 
game." "I have an ugly scar on 
my cheek from an automobile 
accident Can this be fixed by an 
operation?" "Our baby boy was 
born with a small and strange 
looking left ear. Is it possible to 
correct this by surgery?" These 
are typical of the questions asked 
about the work that can be done 
in the field of plastic surgery. 


There are an enormous number 


of things which can happen to the 
human body (usually at the sur- 
face), which interfere with some 
function or with the appearance. 
There are burns and deforming 
accidents in peace as well as in 
war. And there are people who are 
born with defacements which harm 
the looks and consequently make 
for self-consciousness if nothing 
more. Many of these things, both 
inborn and acquired, can be cor- 
rected wholly or partially by plas- 
tic surgery. 


This is a field which has ad- 


vanced particularly during each of 
the world wars. The reason is ob- 
vious, but our surgeons have risen 
to the challenge and as a result 
remarkable reconstructive opera- 
tions can be done today. Many 
people have been given new ears 
or noses, for example. 


This is no simple job, however, 


because it involves taking cartilage 
from a rib and transplanting it 
(after reshaping It to the desired 
form) to the right place. Then it 
has to grow a blood supply to keep 
it alive, and after a time one or 
more additional operations have 


to be undertaken to cover the area 
with skin. 


It is an amazing thing, this plas- 


tic surgery. When the problem is 
complicated, as is often the case, 
enormous patience is called for 
on the part of patient and surgeon 
alike. Sometimes many operations 
—some of them small ones—over/ , 
many months or even years have 
to be carried out before the job 
is completed as far as is possible. 
RISK INVOLVED 


There are some risks involved, 


of course, but thousands can testi- 
fy to good results, and some are 
back living normal lives who would 
not have dared face their fellow 
man unless they had been made to 
look more like the rest of us.

OK Increase for 
One Million Men 


WASHINGTON, (AP) — The 


White House—beset by a labor 
revolt over wage controls—early 
today hammered out a pay. settle- 
ment for 1,000,000 non-operating 
railroad workers. 


The pact, retroactive to Feb. 1, 


will give members of the 15 unions 
involved an immediate 12% cent 
an hour wage boost, plus a cost 
of living adjustment every three 
months. 


Today's settlement has no direct 


bearing on another rail dispute 
involving 
operating 
workers— 


switchmen, enginemen, firemen 
etc.—who have staged sporadic 
strikes recently. 


The 
non-operating 
employes, 


including such workers as shop 
men, clerks and machinists, had 
been getting an average of $1.48 
an hour before the wage increase. 


The first of the cost-of-living 


adjustment—due April 1—is ex- 
pected to add four or five cents 
an hour. 


Settlement of the non-operating 


union's wage fight after only four 
months of negotiations left rail 
mediators free to concentrate on 
efforts to bring about an agree- 
ment with th» four big operating 
brotherhoods. 
The two-year-old 


dispute of trainmen, firemen, con- 
ductors and engineers finally led 
to government seizure of the rail- 
roads last fall.

day and Labor day. 
Normally,

clocks up one hour on the last 
Sunday in April and turn them 
back on the last Sunday in Sep- 
tember.

Lime period each summer.

provisions would be mandatory for 
all city, county and o'ther public 
offices and institutions.

Now he says 
he's convinced it can't be done so 
he is trying to settle for a shorter 
period.

Morris said his measure would 


bring about uniformity and "end 
all the confusion." 


"The idea is to restrict daylight 


time to the three months when 
children are out of school and 
farmers are working in the fields 
trom sunup to sundown," he told a 
reporter.

Dismiss Suit 
Against Former 
Attorney General 


CHICAGO, 
(AP}—A suit in 


Much George F. Barrett, former 
Ifcte attorney general, and two 
Ithers were charged with squeez- 
ing the founder of an insurance 
company out-of his business was 
dismissed yesterday in federal 
court. 


In dismissing the suit. Judge 


Walter J. LaBuy held that the 
plaintiff, Alfred Holzmann, had 
failed to originate the action with- 
in the statute of limitations. 


Holzmann had asked $118,000 


djfciages and named as other de- 
fendants Barrett's brother, Robert, 
a lawyer, and Sidney Kramer. 


Another suit against the same 


defendants and with the same 
allegations stall is pending in 
Superior court. 


In both suits Holzmann said he 


founded the Prudence Life Insur- 
ance company in Chicago in July, 
1937, but that in 1944 the state 
sued for appointment of a rehabili- 
t^0>r for the company. 


Then one week after the state 


sued, Holzmann said he turned 
half the stock over to Robert 
Barrett "to avoid trouble with the 
state." The stock surrender, he 
said, was on instructions from the 
attorney general. 
Later, Holz- 


mann added, he was compelled to 
turn over all the company stock. 


Counsel for Holzmann, now 76 


years old and a wholesale cigaret 
dealer, indicated he was not sur- 
prised at the federal court dis- 
missal. He said it was because of 
that probability that the same 
suit wag filed in Superior court a 
month ago. 


The federal court suit was filed 


in November.

Soviet Hails 
Price Slashes 


MOSCOW, (AP)—The Russian 


press today hailed the announce- 
ment of commodity price reduc- 
tions in the Soviet Union and com- 
pared it with "fabulously rising" 
prices in the United States and 
other Western countries. 


(The 
new prices are still fabu- 


lously high by U. S. standards. No 
figures came through the Moscow 
censorship, but best available in- 
formation would provide these ex- 
amples: Milk, 1.35 rubles a quart; 
white bread, 2.30 rubles a pound; 
butter, 17 a pound; pork, 13.60 a 
pound; soup meat, 8 a pound. 
When these are related to pur- 
chasing power—the average Rus- 
sian laborer may make 700 rubles 
a month—it will be seen that the 
Russian's money is worth far less 
than an American workman's is). 


The two leading Russian papers, 


Pravda and Izvestia, said the price 
cuts would save Russian consum- 
ers 34,500.000,000 rubles a year 
(§8,625,000,000 at the Russian of- 
ficial rate, an arbitrary and arti- 
ficial government standard since 
there is no international market 
in Russian rubles).

WASHINGTON — (AP) — Rep. 


Potter (R-Mich) is asking for $2,- 
500,000 in federal money to in- 
tensify the battle against preda- 
tory lamprey eels in the Great 
Lakes. 


Potter told a reporter today he 


was confident the house merchant 
marine and f)shen>!? committee 
would approve the sum. 


The congressman said the Fish 


and Wildlife Service believes the 
amount he is asking will be suf- 
ficient to knock out the lampreys, 
which have played havoc with 
commercial fishing in the Great 
Lakes in recent years. 


Potter introduced his bill yester- 


day to authorize appropriations of 
500,000 a year for five years. 


The present authorization ob- 


tained by Potter two yean ago ia 
about $265,000 a year: It has no 
termination date. 


The congressman said the Fish 


and Wildlife Service is convinced 
construction of weirs in streams 
feeding into the lakes is the best 
answer to the lampreys. Study 
of other methods to combat ther? 
is continuing, however.

A clear threat to repeat the 


massacres of 1930-32 is contained 
in a statement by Khrushchev, a 
secretary of the Russian Bolshe- 
vik party.

"Every peasant should be made 


aware that if today he is guilty 
of even the slightest transgres- 
sion, tomorrow the party will 
know about it and, the day after, 
the public prosecutor."

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Widow, 70, Finds a Miracle in Washington Slum 
Giving New Faith to Those Who Are Discouraged

WASHINGTON, 
(NBA)— Mrs. 


Shelhamer has made" two 


evangelistic tours of the .world, 
but she found her miracle in a 
Washington slum. 


It began with a suicide, a prayer 


and a want-ad. 


The tiny, 70-year-old widow of 


Free Methodist Evangelist Elmer 
Ellsworth Shelhamer came here 
three years ago, after her hus- 
band died. 


In a Negro slum centering 


ground a two-story row house, she 


established 
her Free Methodist 


Mission. Here, she felt, she could 
do the most good. 


The rundown house cost $15,000 


— that's Washington real estate. 
Mrs. Shelhamer had only a thou- 
sand, but she went to work. 


Things went unbelievably well 


at 
the humble little 
church. 


Friends all over the world re- 
sponded, and the mortgage was 


down to $1,400. 


Then, last spring, Mrs. Shel- 


hamer became distressed over the 
newspaper story of a prominent 
Washingtonian's suicide. 


Someone ought to be able to 


help these people, she said, and 
she prayed. An ex-newspaperman 
who was staying at the mission 
wrote a cryptic want-ad, and 
handed it to her. 
$ "I wasn't much taken with it 
at first," she said. "But he insisted 
and I let him publish it." 


It first ran for three weeks in 


The Washington Daily News: 


"MYSTERY: phone for discour- 


aged. DL 0614." 


Immediately the calls began to 


come in. They were from people, 
mostly men, who were discour- 
aged; many who were thinking of 
-suicide. Calls came from the-curi- 
vfcius too, but ctten even they had 
problems. 
* * • 


"One night a man called and 


said he was in great trouble," jArs. 
Shelhamer said. "I asked if he was 
discouraged. You see, you can't

ask just what the trouble is. It 
wouldn't be ethical and it wouldn't 
be the psychological way to find 
out either. 


"I just talked to him like 1 


would to my own son, and pretty 
soon he said he was very un- 
happy. His beautiful wife had left 
him, and taken their two children. 
He was apparently walking the 
floor. He couldn't be consoled." 


Mrs. Shelhamer suggested what 


she thinks is the only remedy. 


"I said, 'Well, the Lord can help 


you.' But he was in such despera- 
tion th'at he couldn't receive con- 
solation from any source. There 
was something very strange in his 
voice. I said, 'Son, are you thinking 
of suicide?'- 


"He told me I was a pretty good 


guesser." 
• * • 


Mrs. Shelhamer began to pray. 
"I think I prayed for a full min- 


ute, 
right over the telephone. 


When I got through his voice was 
changed. 'Oh,' he said, 'you've 
helped me. I feel better now. I'm 
going to forget all auout it.'" 


Most of her conversations were 


just as successful. The phone rang 
almost constantly. She took out 
the ad, but the calls came any- 
way. Then she re-inserted it, but 
limited the time she would answer 
the phone—"2 p.m. to midnight." 


"They'd call just the same, day 


or night," she said. "To be jarred 
out of a sound sleep—sometimes 
I wish they'd leave me alone, but 
they want somebody to talk to 
them about their soul's salvation, 
and there are so few people who 
wjll do that." 


One day she counted the calls— 


110. She says a "good conservative 
estimate" is 80 a day—seven days 
a week—since last spring. It fig- 
ures out to better than 20,000 
calls.

"I find the world is sick and 


lonely and tired and disgusted 
with life, especially the sinners. If 
Gold helps me I can says the right 
thing—five or six words will do 
the job." 


She is so swamped she has sev- 


eral people helping her answer the 
phone now—one girl is a would- 
be suicide who came to see her.

Unique Example of Race Relations, Medical 
Skill Team Up to Save Little Girl's Life

One chilly day last May, she 


was warming herself at a wood 
cookstove in the cabin of her fa- 
ther, L ,W. Bradley, a farmer of 
poor means at Sledge, Miss

got too close, and her dress caught 
fire. 


By the time the flames had been 


smothered, the skin had been 
seared from atiout 70 per cent of 
Bennie Bell's body. Persons so 
badly burned don't usually sur-

When she.was sent to a Mem- 


phis hospital, a well-known plas- 
tic surgeon recognized her plight 
and took her case. Then he ap- 
pealed to Memphians to donate 
some of their skm to cover Ben- 
nie Bell's body until she grew 
enough of her own skm for graft- 
ing. 


/The surgeon's appeal was re- 


layed to the public through the 
Memphis Press-Scimitar, and he 
was deluged with offers. 


Since then, eight white persons 


and two negroes each gave up 
about 40 square inches of their 
skin for the little colored girl.

Ceilings On Way 


The Office of Price Stabilization

livestock ceilings are on the way. 


On produce counters this week, 


tangerines, snap beans and bunch 
beets moved a little higher price- 
wise, but these items were gen- 
erally lower: Lettuce (selling be- 
low cost in many places following 
heavy shipments from California), 
onions, tomatoes, celery, California 
oranges and grapes. 


Index Dips 


Food prices at the wholesale 


level, as measured by the Dun & 
Bradstreet Index, tipped down- 
ward this week for the first time i 


in 20. weeks. The index declined 
six cents to $7.25, and compared 
with $5.85 a year ago and with 
$5.96 just before the Korean war 
broke out. The index represents 
the total cost of a pound each of 
31 foods at wholesale. Four of 
the 31 were higher thia week, 12 
lower.
